and Ours" instead of Papa's and Mama's. A start toward farm or property 
ownership at an carly age speeds the attainment and insures the tradition 
of the family-typo farm, 


Competition, An earnest struggle for survival and recognition in a 
realistic compotitive socicty. Individual competitions have been stressed 
in 4—H Club work in the past. Perhaps the values of group competition have 
been under-cstimated.
